The horse has the smallest stomach 


usobio, and they must have 
looked with the deepest concern at the 
stout walls of tim strange fortress.

A horse’s digestion is very rapid, and 
therefore he gets hungry sooner than a 
man. 
When he is hungry ho is inef­ 
fective, and wears out very rapidlj'. 
Water fills the stomach, lowers the tem­ 
perature and dilutes the gastric juice; 
therefore, a horse should not. drink im­ 
mediately 
before 
eating. 
Neither 
should he be watered immediately after 
eating, because fie will drink too much, 
and force some of tho contents of tho 
stomach into the large intestine, which 
will cause scouring.
